At the end o f last week it sto o d a t 74.2, 
co mpared with 74.1 the previo us week, and 100.2 
in the co mparable week o f 1937. O ther industrial 
indicato rs also sho wed gains and the Bureau o f 
Agricultural Eco no mics in its last mo nthly a n­ 
aly sis o f eco no mic co nditio ns repo rts a “turn fo r 
the better." 
Evidence o f this turn is fo und in renewed in­ 
terest by pro spective buy ers in so me industrial 
go o ds, a slight impro vement in the dem and fo r 
wheat and co tto n, a slo wer and less severe decline 
in co nsumer purchasing po wer, reduced inven­ 
to ries, o utlo o k fo r co ntinued large fo reign de­ 
m ands fo r American agricultural pro ducts, sup­ 
po rted by go o d fo reign business activity .
